Ask for 
Fedëraïlv Aid 

In order to keep their heads 
above water, Canadian universities 
need $0,242,000 a year as specific 
aid from the Dominion Govern- 
ment. On Monday last, leading 
Canadian educators set forth before 
Prime' Minister Louis St. Laurent 
the icrious' situation In which Can- 
ada's centres ot higher ' education 
now find themselves, and the ap- 
propriate ' remedies. ; . _ 

The brief, as submitted, shows 
that studento^arethavlngjçss money 
spent on;traS§a??fha^in:1043; 
despite' the great, increased 4COS>s 
of professors, salaries .and liniyer- 
sily niaintcnance. ' i ' 

In Great Britain according, to the 
latest statistics available student 
fees provldc>.only .21.4 per- xenLof 
the cost of 'their education. In Can- 
ada students fees make up 48 per 
cent of the total cost. ' 

The Canadian 'universities must 
obiain more money both for capital 
expenditures and for current . oper- 
ation, if they arc to discharge their 
fonctions satisfactorily during the 
years that lie Immediately ahead." 
; .The brief sets forth specific 
amounts, of aid in fotir divisions: 
pcrjcapjl^igrants for national health 
arid^eUare i which 'would assist in 
the training of doctors, nurses, 
dentists, physical educationists, phy- 
tlotheraplsts and social workers 
grants to other professional schools 
for agriculture, forestry, veterinary 
seliincc, engineering and applied 
tctencc; scholariships, these to aid 
both undergraduates and grhduates, 
and initial capital grants..^

•The story of 
French mathematician Evarlste 
Golals,. Is. an<.putstanding example 
of the triumph; of 'crass' stupidity 
over ' great/J genius,'* ; , slated ■ Dr. 
Cecil ' Solln, ' Assistant" ; bean of 
Arts and Science, at the start of 
his speech . yesterday at HlUel as 
part of the' HillVl Meet-thc-FKUlty 
series. , 

Dr. Solln .was. speaking, on .the 
topic 'There Is Romance " In 
Mathematics," and said that lie 
hoped the audience was under no 
misapprehension as to the inter- 
pretation' ôt;:tKc~ topia'Ho gavé a 
literary definition of the word 
•;romance" and proceeded to show 
how Galois' story fitted this dcflnl 
tion • in- every respect except one 
•^it w^ not fictional. 

Evarlslc Galois was bom in 1811 
in a small town outside Paris, and 
began;',hls',f9rmBl,j{:Iaif l^al ^ educv. 
tlonVat twelve' years .of age when 
he was sent to the Lycée of Louis 
le Grand, , ot which he wrote, "I 
first saw, tyranny in action when 
only twelve. years old.'! The school 
with its barred .windows and high 
walls was more like a prison than 
a school, and the staff moro like 
jailers than tcachcrr. His interest 
in Latin and Greek soon gave way 
to borcd(>m, and his latent mathe 
maticai talent began to manifest 
itself. He started to attend maths 
classes whenever possible, and waV 
then demoted. . . • ' 

Encounters -Trxls 
During this period Galois came 
inlo contact with Iwo textbooks 
which ■ were masterpieces of 'their 
kind. "The first of these was the 
work by Le Gendrè|,Wti^éometry. 
which ordiriaflly'' demanicd ' two 
years of study before a' full know- 
ledge. ot the contents was gained, 
ahd^hich Galolsjmastered In four 
weeks. The secondzo(|the two. Le 
Grange's text onlal^VbraJ^ro 
the earlier disgust' 3v!th | which he 
had viewed Ihcs stiblret and which 
was due to' bad t'î?:ls and poor 
teachers. He ' soon became expert 
at algebra, and his maths teacher 
Implorée], hint. to . work more sys 
temaUai^.' and not do so much 
woric^in^iijîiéad. , , . | 

Now 'beganfa - long train, of the 
most heartbreaking misfortune^ 
which ended .with ills' early death.

the unknown this, so Galois threw the blackboard 
brush at him and stalked out of 
thO'TOom. 

He returned to the Lycce' with 
the . intention, of training for the 
tcBchingi^profession, and before he 
gave u'pvtiiat idea' he wrote three 
papers '. on'' algebraic progressions 
which he gave to the sccjretary of 
the Académie' des Sciences' in the 
hope that ho might at last be re- 
cognized as a great mathematician 
by the Academic. "The secretary 
died before he read tlie papers, and 
no trace of them was ever found. 

Then followed the revolution of 
1830, .which. In his own word3, 
"cbccredvhiSjhcart,'' but, the leach- 
craJaÇ^^8|ic I Grandi who were 
ail I cmbroli^^ ,. were 

d(»ubtful%y i'hc'ijutcôinc 6l the rs- 
volt and so they locked the stu- 
dents, Inside the Lycee; which waj 
not a very cheering prosp(xct after 
all. He wrote a 'scathing letter to 
the press, 9ai was expelled. He 
then joined the Ifational Guard ar 
illlery. • 

"niESIS ^VRITTEN 
As a last attempt to gain recog- 
nition, he wrote a thesis on thu 
solution of certain algebraic equa- 
tions. He proved conclusively that 
it was Impossible to solve by radl 
cals " any polynomial '^equation \ of 
five degrees except under certain 
conditions, with whicli' he also 
dealt in full. Galois submitted 
this to the Academy, and at last nU 
work was Judged; the paper was 
turned down as being incompre- 
hensible. 

He then became Involved in pu 
litics, and was arrested, freed, ana 
rea'rrested on charges of being a 
poiiticaTMroubiemaker. He was 
again ^tf tf|c . during his twenty 
first ' year, aiïâ ; intended to retire to 
the country.vfôr^a.rçst but he ran 
afoul of hto^Ùtïcal .0^^ and 
was forced MnîWiuel which he 
knew he would lose. 

It Is In a letter written by Galois 
and, addressed "To all Pabriots' 
that, the final and most, romantic 
chapter of ; hU life 'virai told. With 
the -premonition of forthcoming 
(teath ' constantly ' on ° his mind, and 
knowing that there was no record 
of his work to survive him, he 
stayed up on the night before the 
duel and In a feverish.'hurry wrote 
out sixty, pages of - mathematical 
manuserlpUj|which contalriéd - :the 
(umrnarylm)^hl8 work ' and stiidy 
since, his' twelfth year. 
. This, manuscript is the sum total 
ot!His':lcgaey 'to the world, and all 
tbVbttgh'lt as he wrote, he scrawl 
n|^r^j»ye not time." Hé was killed 
Uie^next morning.

There is no Bill of Rights in Gan- 
âda to require that a Canadian citizen shall not 
be deprived, of his properly without due process 

■ Legislature can enact the 



Padlock Law;, and give Mr. Duplesîis the right 
to depiive'the ÙJPO of the use of its properly 
for ortfi year without any process of law at all. 

We have not the slightest idea whether the 
property of the UJPO has been used for the 
propagation of Communism or not. We have seen 
no evidence one way or the other, and neither 
wc nor ay eitisens of the Province of Quebec 
have any right to ask for the production of any. 
Wc tlunk it quite possible that the premises may 
have lieen' Used 'to sell tickets for a meeting to be 
addressed by Father Duffy. We think it quite 
possible that Mr. Duplessis may believe that 
scllinj; tickets for a Duffy meeting is propagating 
Communism. But selling tickets for a Duffy 
meeting is. riot an offeiice against the criminal 
law, which is Dominion law The UJPO has not 
been proVcd guilty of any offence against the 
criminal law. For that matter, propagating Com- 
munism Is not an offence against the criminal 
law; so that even if Mr. Duplessis bejieves the 
UJPO to have propagled Communism he still 
does not believe them to be guilty of any crim- 
inal. offence. He is depriving: them of their pro- 
perty by his own absolute power, conferred upon 
him by the Quebec Legislature. They are of 
coul-so a minority, and pretty helpless; but there 
was n time when Quebec was supposed to be 
solicitous about the rights of minorities.
